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Abstract: 

A toner for developing an electrostatically charged image, which is constituted with 
a microcapsule toner particle composed of a core and a shell, the core comprising a 
colorant and a binder resin containing an olefin copolymer having a cyclic structure, said 
olefin copolymer having a glass transition temperature ranging from —20° C. to less than 
60° C. and a number average molecular weight ranging from 100 to 20,000, and the shell 
comprising a coating resin for the core, and/or a shell comprising a resin for coating the 
core containing an olefin copolymer having a cyclic structure, said olelin copolymer having 
a glass transition temperature ranging from 60° C. to 180° C. and a number average 
molecular weight ranging from 1,000 to 100,000. Since this toner is excellent in anti-spent 
toner effect, transfer properties, fixing ability, and offset-free properties, it is applicable to 
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electrostatically charge image type copiers, printers, etc. of the low-temperature heating 
fixing type or pressure fixing type and heat roller fixing type which enables high-speed 
copying. 
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
